Regarding claims 1, 9, 17, 27-30, 33 and 36, the prior arts Roberts, Kimball and Iwama, 
after having all the limitations of the claims, fail to teach if the first call forwarding destination 
and the second call forwarding destination do not refer to the same destination, changing at least 
one of the first call forwarding destination and the second call forwarding destination to yield the 
first call forwarding destination and the second call forwarding destination referring to the same 
destination. 

Examiner's newly discovered references, Abidi and Akhavan, after having all the 
limitations of the claims, also fail to teach if the first call forwarding destination and the second 
call forwarding destination do not refer to the same destination, changing at least one of the first 
call forwarding destination and the second call forwarding destination to yield the first call 
forwarding destination and the second call forwarding destination referring to the same 
destination.
